In Agreement 


WASHINGTON, () The ag- | 
riculture department has approved | 
changes in a federal program reg- | 
ulating shipment of California 
and Arizona oranges. 

Proposed by producers and hand- 
lers, one change would permit the 
citrus industry to limit interstate 
shipment of oranges from 
States by sizes. The program 
now permits limitations by quan- 
tity only 

Another change would permit 
the industry to regulate the mar- 


keting of oranges within these 
two states. Still another would 
allow handlers of early maturity 


or short-life oranges to market a 
percentage of such fruit equal to 
the percentage of the crop mar- 
ket by all handlers combined 

A fourth change would increase 
a program administrative commit- 
tee from seven to 11 members 
The four new members would be 
representatives of handlers 

The changes will be submitted 
to growers at a referendum to be

It i: rare for a chief of state 
to offer so strong a challenge to 
another state; rarer that the lead- 
er of a Democratic nation should 
| do se. The challenges hitherto 
have come fvom the Soviet Union 
and the international Communist 
party by repeated declarations of 
ideological war upon “the whole 
of the ‘bourgeois’ world”, 

The speech indicates the Presi- 
dent's confidence in American mil- 
itary strength, and that also will 
be deduced abroad. No leader of 
a state afraid of being succets- 
fully attacked or having areas un- 


der that state's protection suc- 
cessfully attacked, would throw 
down such a challenge. That is 
all to the good, for the Soviets 
are adept at exploiting weak- 
ness, but cautious at challenging 
strength with anything stronger 


than propaganda and intrigue. 


Yet the speech slips from under 
grasp of its full implications for 
lack of precise definitions. The 
President declares, “We have 
worked steadily for the limitation 
| and control of all armaments,” 
Nut fails to clarify principles un- 


| der which such limitation or con- 


trol might be possible of succes3. 

It anticipates American suc- 
cesses with more confidence than 
the record justifies. We have 
botched affairs in China and 
Greece; have not been very forth- 


| right about France; and the par-

We are not the only people 
who successfully can undertake 
vast hydroeleetric and irrigation 
projects, as the British, Dutch, 
italians and European Jews in 
Palestine amply have demonstrat- 
ed. In the realm of pure science 
(from which all technology 
stems), the British are our super- 


iors. And our pre-eminence in 
atomic science was achieved chief- 


ly through the work of Italian, 
Danish and German refugees, with 
notable British contributions, | 
We are neither wiser nor more | 
intelligent than other western 
peoples. We are richer. 
The President spoke with | 
freshing personal humility. But} 
we, aS a people, need to learn | 
much more humility.
